Report on the New Fire Station:  This week the new fire station passed its ceiling inspection, which means the 

ceiling tiles can now be placed. The floors are being cleaned, polished, and the interior doors are being prepared 

for installation. Also, the rain gutters were installed and the exterior rock work for the fencing and small 

monument sign are nearing completion, and the mezzanine (the storage area above the bays) has passed its final 

inspection.   Firefighters are now moving some equipment into the mezzanine at the new fire station.  

This helps Bartlett Cocke begin construction by clearing out our upstairs training room, for phase II (Police

May 2015 General Election:  The ball is rolling on the preparations for the May 2015 General Election. Over 

the next few weeks, the City Secretary will begin preparing the candidate packet which will be available 

electronically on the City’s website; and meeting with Bexar County Election Department. Here are a few of the 

nearest deadlines and some of what we will be working on during the month. 

 Dec 29
th

 - this is the last day to begin posting on the bulletin board outside City Hall the notice of the 

dates of the filling period for the General Election. (This notice must be posted 30 days before the first 

day to file which is January 28
th

.) This notice will be placed outside, on the City’s website (election 

page) as well as in E-News. 

 

 Jan 26
th

  – Feb 10
th 

 - this is the recommended period for Calling the Election and posting Notice of 

Election on the bulletin board. The date that we will be shooting for to Call the Election is Monday, 

February 9
th

 during the Regular City Council meeting. 

 

 Jan 28
th

 – Feb 27
th

 – Dates for filling an application for a place on the ballot. 

 

 March 2
nd

 – Last day to post Notice of Drawing for order of names on the ballot. 

 

We will keep you updated on other important dates as we approach them.

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Trap Neuter Return (TNR) Activity:  Since November 1
st
, we have trapped, neutered and returned four cats. 

All of these came from Forest Oaks Apartments. Traps will be set out on Sundays, Mondays and Tuesdays in 

order for us to take cats in on Wednesday mornings. This will give the cats and staff adequate time for the 

recovery and return of the cats and avoid any need for “cat care” over the weekends.  The program is working 

well.
